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Too Great A Risk? 


In the years since President John F. Kennedy was shot 
down in Dallas, Texas with a weapon readily available to 
his assassin through a Chicago mail order house, U. S. 
gun manufacturers and aficionados have been doing battle 
with those inspired by this tragedy to demand tight 
Federal controls on the distribution and use of firearms. 

Attempting to diminish public enthusiasm for a stringent 

measure, the National Rifle Association of America has 
made much of the citizen’s Constitutional right to keep 
and bear arms in a way that has tended to obscure the 
fact that the amendment stipulating this right was de- 
signed to guarantee the availability of a ‘‘well regulated 
Militia’’ in a neophyte nation rather than to encourage the 
hunters and competitive marksmen of the 20th Century. 

Nevertheless, the position of the National Rifle Asso- 
ciation is valid to the extent that it suggests the need 
for arms control legislation that will not, in the words of 
Sen. Edward M, Kennedy, ‘‘deprive, or even interfere with 
the American sportsman or his right to take to the field to 
hunt or match his skills against others.’’ 

In its zeal for protecting the right of Americans to bear 
arms, however, the NRA has gone a step further, advising 
readers of its national magazine through a recent bylined 
report that it is their right also to be armed for protection 
from violence and suggesting that crime could be checked 
significantly if homeowners were in a position to confront 
intruders with an impressive weapon. 

It is a tempting proposal, and entirely legal but not 
without dangerous implications. It is true that the in- 
cidence of crime is alarming and that the law abiding 
citizen sometimes seems at the mercy of the lawless who 
are so adept at circumventing the restrictions of justice. 


But 


before we encourage a resurgence of the pioneer 


spirit, it would be well to consider that the cure could be 
just as deadly as the disease. 

If we could be certain that every citizen who armed 
himself would be intelligent, prudent, temperate, skillful 
with fire arms and slow to provoke, we could suggest 
without reservation that homeowners join the police in the 
fight against lawlessness by keeping a rifle or pistol with- 


in easy reach. 


But there can be no such certainty. 
We live in a highly urban society where the potential 


for violence™is enormous. Do we want to risk enlarging 
that potential by suggesting that a substantial segment of 
the general public arm itself? 

lt seems too great a risk if you think for a moment how 
frequently tempers flare and how faulty judgments can be 


on occasion. 


It seems too great a risk if you recall that as recently 
as two weeks ago a father in one of our major cities fired 
at a shadow when he was awakened in the night by a noise 
at his apartment door. The ‘‘intruder’’ he felled and killed 
with that one shot was his own 13-year-old son who had 
left his bed because he heard the family dog bark to be let 


out.

On Asia, Disarmament, News Cover, 


Erwin Canham, editor of the 
Christian Science Monitor, a 
former president of the United 
States Chamber of Commerce 
and president of the American 
Society of News Editors 
appeared before the student 
body at Phillips Academy on 
May 19. Following this he 
made the following comments 
in an interview with a reporter 
for the school newspaper, the 
Phillipian, 


Q You have said you are against 
complete withdrawal from Viet 
Nam, because of political reasons, 
Do you think moral considerations 
ever enter into the question? 

A They’ re part of it, Imerely sug= 
gested that I didn’t think that we 
should withdraw from Viet Nam on 
terms which were not fair to the 
Vietnamese, or which would not 
constitute a reasonable, decent, 
balanced, settlement, It may be that 
our defense of the right of a people 
to choose their own government is 
a moral element, 

Q Do you think that there are any 
differences between the moral con= 
siderations for the Vietnamese war 
and those for, say, World War II? 
A I don’t like todraw a moralcloak 
over political and military 
policies, I think that U Thant’s 
viewpoint is terrible, and to try to 
moralize about national self- 
interest I think is a dangerous 
procedure, But I do think that in 
World War II, the United States 
and much of the western world 
was trying to battle agression 
that was coupled witha particularly 
immoral and aparticularly vicious 
affront to the rights of men, Racial 
hatred, anti-semitism, and many 
other distasteful elements were 
involved, 

I think that the United States has 
moral purposes in its effort to 
assist the people of South Viet 
Nam, I think that we’ve had to use 
many tactics which are very 
distasteful and which we hoped we 
never would use, I think that our 
desire to get out on decent or 
honorable terms has moral ele- 
ments in it as well, Of course, 
when we talk about war we pro= 
bably have to realize that all war 
has elements of immorality in it 
anyhow, I don’t like to say that 
there are good wars and bad wars; 
I’d like to rise above all war, 
Q Some people do put moral con= 
siderations before political and 
economic? 


A Well, yes, but it’s been a 
tendency of our national policy for 
many years to introduce moral ele= 
ments into political, economic and 
fore situations, I think this is 
hazardous, I think we should be 
very careful about moralizing one 
way or the other = this is a ten= 
dency of our nation’s younger 
people, The old world has done far 
less moralizing, Europeans and 
some Asians do far less moralizing 
than we do, I think we should be 
very careful about the moralissue 
in any confrontation where 
political, military, and economic 
forces are involved, 

Q You have said that the balance of 
nuclear power between the U, S, 
and Russia acts as a deterrent for 
either country’s interfering in the 
affairs of smaller nations, Are you 
therefore against attempts at 
nuclear disarmament? 

A This is a very difficult dilemma, 
It is conceivable that reduction of 
the level of nuclear armament 
might produce a less stable rather 
than more stable world, This is 
a risk we ought to be willing to 
take, But if you have stability at 
a very high level it makes a lot 
of weight on one scale or the other 
to upset the balance, If you have 
stability at a very low level, just 
a little difference will upset the 
balance, So there is something to 
be said for the peace-preserving 
effectiveness of force at this pre= 
sent level, But this should not defer 
us from trying to bring it down, 
reduce the risks, and so on, 

Q What about China? Some people 
think that China will not act as 
rationally as the United States, 
and the Soviet Union if they gain 
nuclear strength, 

A On the record the Chinese have 
been very restrained and rational 
during the last twenty years that 
this present Communist govern= 
ment has been in power, And they 
have a multitude of internal pro= 
blems, I see no reason why they 
should suddenly go off their head, 
The forces which are struggling for 
power within Peking now may even 
inhibit their capacity to indulge in 
international adventures, So I see 
no clear evidence to assume that 
the Chinese will be any less ra- 
tional than anybody else, The 
Chinese are the oldest civilization 
on our planet, and they have not 
survived by virtue of being irra- 
tional,

real estate valuations, bringing 
the figure to roughly $158 million, 

Two key factors figure inthein= 
crease: for one thing, Andover is 
conforming for the first time to 
state law which requires that all 
assessments be made on the basis 
of ‘*full and fair cash value,’’ For 
the last 10 years, assess= 
ments have been at the rate of 90% 
of cash value, 

And in the second place, fresh 
values for both land and buildings 
have been established in the market 
place since 1958 when the last tax 
equalization survey was done, 

Russell said that the greatest 
proportional increase since then 
has been in land values, and this 
is particularly noticeable in the 
central business district and in 
such rapidly developing areas as 
West Andover, At the time of the 
1958 survey, for example, it was 
difficult to determine the cash 
value of downtown property be= 
cause there had been little turn= 
over, In the past two years, how= 
ever, there has been enough real 
estate activity in the commercial 
district to establish values, Rus= 
sell explained, 

In a news release, dated May 27, 
the Board of Assessors pointed out 
that the new values it was re- 


porting not only represent current | 


market values in Andover, but are 
in ‘‘accordance with the General 


recent Supreme Court decisions 
requiring full and fair cash 
values,"” 


Andover received the award not 
only because it undertook a water 
project of prime significance to 
the municipal system, but also 
because it could show with news 
clips that the value of the improve= 
ment to the town was widely 
publicized, 

Clippings of news and feature 
stories and editorials from the 
TOWNSMAN dominated the bro- 
chure which was prepared for the 
competition by Water Supt, 
Bassett, The first of these, dis- 
cussing the dwindling municipal 
water supply, the increased de= 
mands being made upon Haggetts’ 
Pond and threatening drought con= 


The board said that having had
